DELAY AT PARIS 


The outbreak of Bolshevism in Hun­ 
gary bas swelled the chorus of criti­ 
cism, here and abroad, of the “unwar­ 
ranted delay” of the Peace Confer­ 
ence. 
It la highly drs'rabPe, as everybody 
agrees, to bring the war to a close 
aivi to announce definite and 
final 
peace terms as soon as possible. It 
has been desirable from the mo­ 
ment the armistice was signed. Many 
of the critics, however, are not fair 
to the Peace Conference. They Ignore 
the vast amount of work and 'the un­ 
precedented problems confronting that 
body, and they ignore the history of 
fn-thp 
similar bodies in ,tbp past 
The hest known parallel of the pres­ 
ent diplomatic gathering in Paris is 
the Congress of Vienna, which met in 
f ill to shape a new Europe out of 
the wreckage of the Napoleonic wars. 
Its task was not bo great as that of 
the present Paris conference, but it 
was of much the same nature. 
That congress was in session about 
nine months, from September. 1814, to 
June, 1816. It would have taken longer 
for the job if Napoleon had not hast­ 
ened its conclusion by returning from 
Elbe—sn incident roughly parallel to 
the present appearance of a new war 
menace in Hungary. 
It is no less instructive to compare 
the record of the Peace Conference 
with that of the commision which 
prepared the Spanish-American peace 
treaty in 1898. That war was a small 
and uncomplicated affair, and the task 
at the peace commissioners was made 
all the simpler by the fact that moat 
of the important questions had been 
settled In the preliminary agreement 
or protocol of August 12. Nevertheless 
it took the commission, sitting at 
Paris, two months and twelve days to 
finish its work. That was exactly four 
months after the signing of the pro­ 
tocol. 
Prom present indications, the Peace 
Conference will 
probably finish its 
task some time in April, about three 
months from the date of its assembly, 
and five months from the signing of 
the armistice. If it does so well as 
this, or anywhere near it, the confer­ 
ence will deserve the admiration of 
the world. 


EDUCATIONAL 
AWAKENING 


A bulletin recently issued by Com­ 
missioner of Education Claxton con­ 
tains the following summary of what 
some of the states are asking their 
legislatures to do for the betterment 
of educational conditions: 
1. Americanisation of the foreign 
born, with English as the sole medium 
of instruction In the school 
(12 
states). 
2. The county as Ute unit of organi­ 
sation for schools (9 states). 
3. More money from the states to 
help the schools of the local com­ 
munities (13 states). 
4. Higher qualifications for county 
superintendents (8 states). 
5. Continuation schools for persons 
between 12 and 18 years of age (7 
states). 
6. Stronger compulsory education 
laws (8 states). 
7. Compulsory 
physical education 
laws (4 states). 
8. Higher salaries for teachers (5 
states). 
This list shows many sections of 
the country waking up to the prob­ 
lems facing their own school systems. 
But the number of states seeking con­ 
structive legislation along these vari­ 
ous lines is painfully small- 
Almost 
every state in the Union should be 
making salary increases and raising 
qualifications for teachers and super­ 
intendents. 
However, 
these are good 
begin­ 
nings. They will be followed by more 
thorough and farreaching measures as 
fast as individual citizens appreciate 
the need and add their influence to 
that of forward-looking leaders.

Gun Clubs Trying to Slip the 
Longed - (or Provision 
Through Legislature 


The road hunter’s aport is threaten­ 
ed. 
A bill prohibiting the shooting 
of firearms on public highways 
has 
passed through the Senate and Assem­ 
bly, and unless a reconsideration is 
secured it will be passed up to the 
governor for his signature. 
The gun clubs have evidently sought 
a way to win a point they have tried 
to get into law for years. 
Ten years ago the gunclubs tried to 
get the Board of Supervisors to pass 
an ordinance prohibiting the use of 
flreanms on public 
roads. 
The gun 
clubs masked the proposal as a safety 
measure. 
The real purpose was 
to 
prevent hunters from shooting along 
the highways next to gun clubs. The 
ordinance was turned down. 
Attempts have -been made to get the 
measure through the legislature, and 
so far the plan has never worked out 
This time aa effort wee made 
to shove through a rider along with 
some other provisions. The bill was 
originally introduced in the Senate by 
Senator Sample of San Diego. 
That 
bill, os it then read, was for the pre­ 
vention of shooting from motorboats, 
airplanes and 
automobiles at 
wild 
game birds and to prevent the use of 
shotguns of a bore greater than a ten- 
gauge. 
Somewhere along the line someone i 
slipped in a provision to add the pre­ 
vention (rf shooting firearms on a pub­ 
lic highway. In that shape the bill 
easily got through 
the 
Senate 
but 
Assemblyman Eden knocked out the 
objectionable part in committee, and 
it appears that Eden has won the fight 
up to the present. 
“That is a gun-club measure.” said 
A wir# to Eden, “and will stop the poor 
man from dues hunting. ' 
A letter was sent to Senator Sample 
today giving him the true inwardness 
of the bill. It was pointed out in this 
letter that the gun club member is 
trying to acquire the luxury of being 
freed from hunting by non-members 
of clubs. 
“The gun-club member kicks 
like 
the devil if he falls short of getting 
the limit of twenty-five ducks," said 
the letter, "while the poor farmer boy 
outside the fence is tickled to death 
if he can bring down a couple of duck# 
for the family dinner.”

Before the soldiers debark on this 
side the cards are collected by the 
Knights of Columbus secretaries, who 
forward them to headquarters at New 
Haven, where they are sorted and 
then sent to the Iv of C. man in 
charge of the Job-finding service In 
the locality where the soldier desires 
employment. 
In this way through its I,TRO coun­ 
cils. through its secretaries engaged In 
transport work, and its secretaries at 
naval stations and home camps, the 
Knights will bring to the problem of 
returned defenders a well organized 
and efficient machinery. 
In home camps secretaries have 
been co-operating with the Depart­ 
ment of I .a bor und with the Govern­ 
m ent’s Employment Service, aiding In 
the replacement in civilian occupation 
of many hundreds of soldiers.

men returning from overseas have not 
had tile same opportunity to get In 
touch with employers as the men sta­ 
tioned at home. 
Through the Knights of Columbus 
about one-third of all applicants for 
work are placed in positions within 
one week after tiling an application.

The diseovery may lead to 
some important conclusion^ regarding 
bolshevism in general. 
According to 
the doctors examining the prisoners, 
the Spartacans are weak, m ostly from 
under nourishm ent and some chron­ 
ically, and they are not in a condition 
to be responsible for their acts, and 
should not be at large. 
The German provisional government 
Is inclined to accept the views of the 
scientists, and will keep this in mind 
in the trials and punishm ent of 
the 
lawbreakers. 
Revolutionary outbreaks in Berlin 
drop upon the city like lightning. 
It 
Is impossible to foresee them. 
They 
just happen when the situation seems 
entirely uneneouraging to them. 
Berlin’s revolution is different from 
others in that there is no united de­ 
mand for any one thing. T here are as 
many dem ands as there are Germans 
in Berlin, and some people have more 
than one. 
Until agitators begin their 
work there Is practically no action. 
Thus Berlin is filled with 
crossing 
currents of opinion, with each faction 
not knowing Just what it w ants. 
Fac­ 
tions seize upon any pretext for 
a 
dem onstration. 
There is no clean-cut 
issue which unites Berlin into parties. 
A strong royalist attem pt to regain 
the governm ent would probably unite 
Berlin and save the revolution. 
The 
m ajority stands on

sidelines, 
watching agitators toss the revolution 
up and down, to no one’s gain and 
Germ any’s danger. 
Germany’s lack of leaders has been 
out of the m ost outstanding features 
of the revolution.

Announces He Follows

NEW YORK, April 3.—-Lieuten­ 
ant Colonel Theodore Roosevelt, 
who hat been discussed by Repub­ 
lican party leaders in this city as 
a possible candidate for president 
of 
the 
Board of Aldermen next 
fall, announced that he intended 
to follow the footsteps of his fa­ 
ther and enter politics, 
He declined to state, however, 
whether 
the 
aldermanic 
berth 
would prove acceptable to him in 
case he received a formal invita­ 
tion to run for that office, assert­ 
ing that it was too soon for him 
to pick his initial goal. 
He add­ 
ed that he 
was 
announcing his 
“hat was in the ring” only be­ 
cause he Intended to retire from 
business and considered some ex­ 
planation necesssry. Hit present 
activities, he said, were confined 
to organization in this country of 
the world war veterans’ Associa­ 
tion. 
In making known his intention 
to retire from business. Lieuten­ 
ant Colonel Roosevelt said he de­ 
sired to devote himself “to public 
life,” by which he said he meant 
“entering politics.” 
Of his aspirations, he said: 
“They depend upon 
what 
the 
public wishes me to do. 
i natur­ 
ally am anxious to do what work 
I may be called upon to do in my 
own state—in the state in which 
my father was born, where I was 
born and where we have always 
lived. 
Beyond that, I don’t see 
what I can say. 
“I believe strongly in the prin­ 
ciples advocated by my father. I 
believe strongly in the principle 
of universal military service. And 
I believe strongly 
in 
undiluted 
nationalism.” 
The business from which Colo­ 
nel Roosevelt proposes to retire ie 
banking, for, after having been 
discharged from the service, he

E. G. WIll«ms, of Detroit, who has 
visited practically ewery country on
